W ith work of assessing in Rush 
county this spring practically 
completed, a S100,000 decrease in 
personal property valuation over 
last y ear’s assessment figures is 
evident, according to D. C. Buell, 
county assessor.

Last y ear’s assessment reports 
showed 3.443 automobiles and 
trucks with a vaue of $7 51.244 
and an average value of $205. 
This y ear shows 4,249 of these ve­ 
hicles with assessed value of

W ashington, May 19— (A.P.)— 
The adm inistration is try ing to 
erect a blockade on the path of 
lower wages. 
Through Secretary of Labor 
Doak it has notified workers and 
employ ers alike th a t any general 
efforts to reduce pay should be 
a violation of the agreem ent 
reached between labor and in­ 
dustry in the 1929 conference 
called by President Hoover. 
The secretary said y esterday 
there had been no revocation of 
th a t 
agreem ent 
to 
m aintain 
wage levels despite the depres­ 
sion. He added th a t general re­ 
ductions would be a violation of 
confidence and would perm it em­ 
ploy es to demand more money 
although they had decided to 
abide by present scales. 
Doak said 
he believed 
pay 
slashes shown in recent compila­ 
tions by his departm ent could be 
attributed to the smaller busi­ 
nesses. 
The 
larger 
industries 
have not reduced but are re­ 
sponding “fairly well' to insist­ 
ence th a t the level be m ain­ 
tained. he asseried. 
The secretary had not been 
told officially about the state­ 
m ent of President William Green 
of the American federation of 
labor th a t workers would be jus­ 
tified in striking to forestall wage 
cuts. Nor did Doak discuss the 
announcem ent by the ex ecutive 
council of the federation th at 
certain bankers and industrial­ 
ists were planning general reduc­ 
tions.

"THE PLAY'S THE THING" 


There is something wholesome, staple, and in- 


spiring in the life story of David Belasco. He 
knew what he wanted to do .when he was only 
14 He produced a play that year, and when he 
died the other day the spangled lights of Broad- 
way were carrying the name of his 400th odd 
play. 


David Belasco achieved greatness because he 


saw the all-together human appeal that the 
make-believe world has for people who sit at 
typewriters, stand behind counters, or discuss the 
world's business in the Main Street and Wall 
Street offices. 


They want a cross-section of life. Something 


stimulating, varied, sympathetic, humorous, sad 
at times, but, above all, distinctly human and 
real Not puppets moved by a string. Not actors 
who say clever lines that are just words in their 
mouths. But something that is so genuine it 
could have been lived, with the added dramatic 
vigor that the stage has and life disguises. 


It is because of this human interest and un- 


derstanding of David Belasco's that those who 
love the make-believe world are sad. The stage 
lights are shining as brightly as ever. The play 
goes on, as the master of stagecraft would have 
wanted it. too. The play is the thing, Shake- 


speare said long ago. Belasco was great because 
he knew the truth of that statement. 


Maybe people learned a lesson or two from life 


a little, more clearly because David Belasco lived 
and dramatized. It is easier to catch toe im-

For such a person will do the thing that he 


wants to do for the love of the doing. To be true 
to his art, to be progressive in his profession, he 
has to grow. He will help the world along, but 
he won't know that he has. And neither will it. 
David Belasco played that way. Perhaps that is 
why he succeeded.

The state board of tax'commis- 
sioners within a few weeks will 
start making collections on the 
Indiana chain store tax law 
which was sustained as valid to- 
day by the United States su- 
preme court. 


Attorney General James M. 


Ogden announced that state of- 
ficials whose duty it is under the 
law to collect license fees will 
demand settlement from store 
owners covering the time since 
the injunction proceedings were 
started against the law in May, 
1929. 


The *act, passed by the 1929 


legislature, was designed to raise 
money for the state .aid school 
fund and it is estimated the li- 
censes will produce approxi- 
mately $500,000 annually. 


Each mercantile establishment 


must pay an annual license fee 
of $3. The fee for those oper- 
ating from three to five stores 
is $10 a year on each additional 
store and the fee for each ad<}i- 
tional store between ten and fif- 
teen in number is $15 a ye_ar. In 
chains of more than twenty 
stores the license fee for each 
additional store is $20 a year.
